THE CLONE WARS MOVIE AND TV SERIES, KEVIN KINER 
HAS BECOME THE MOST PROLIFIC MUSICAL ARTIST IN THE 
STAR WARS UNIVERSE SINCE THE GREAT JOHN WILLIAMS. 


Phen Kean Hiner created the score 

to the Star Pars: The Clone Mors 
theatrical feature, he became the first 
person lo compose the soundtrack 

ol a Star Frars mowe besdes his dal 
John Williams. 

However, this wasn't the first time Kiner had built 
upon the work of the legendary composer. Twenty 
years earlier, one of his first compasing jobs was 
onthe TY series Superfopy, for which he adapbed the 
classic Sygomman mesic theme, originally composed 
bey Williams 

“That was ery first foray into really eerulating 
hes atyle,” Miner told Star Wars fasider about the TY 
Series that pre-dated Sriaviviie a6 the firs’ ine- 
action glimpse into tie Man of Steels early years. 
He did such a fancastic jb on Supercian: Tie 
Move, and | wanted ta carry that forward in the 
Tw series. | did 100 egisodes. of thal shew, 
and it really got me into arnchestral scormg.” 








Two decades laier, Kirer rs back ee ldieng Chee 
batan, campesing and conducting ihe music far 
Star Fears: fhe Cie F¥ars, amather (¥ series whose 
music Springs from the icone work of John Williams. 

“He has always Geen my fawarike com@oser, and he 
continues to be,” Kiner says. 1 lhink it's lor the same 
reasons that make hem so special to George Lucas, 
in that he hos o wary of bringing a very Legitimate 
classical sensibility to a film score. I'm emulating 
John, Gut | don't want to be a clane af him—pun 
mnfended. | howe omy can waice." 

Indeed, the music of Fhe Olece Mars uses Jahn 
‘Williams merorable mausecal cues as a springboard 
to an over-oxpanding universe of soundscapes 
and melodies 

‘George was very clear on every planet having 
is own ethrec identity.” Kiner says, explaining thal 
each enviranment seen on The Clone Wars has 
a distinet musical flavor. On Ryloth, the clone 
troopers stumible acrass a little girl, and she's quite 
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Frightened ard hides in a litthe cave, There's a very 
tender moment where they make friends vith her, 
and used this West African flute a5 the main melody 
instrurnent. Ss extremely expressive, aed if Fas 

@ very earthy kind of Sound bork We still hae the 
orchestra in the background, bul it's very simale— 
the sirings are supporting the roelody of the Mute. 
Whenever we go ta Ryloth, well hear that stele.” 

Miner says the differen! culbural influenees hove 
taken The Cfane Wars to new musical frontiers, 
“The balancing act ts bringing aut the magic but 
net being dopey. In this day and age, we've all heard 
‘Spend Music. so you dont want it to be a cliche 
That's where that ethnic lament ts really cool, 
bocause it opens up a lot of worlds whore you can 
have something thats magical and amatic sourdeng, 
hegelully bringing goose bumps ard a feeling ol 
mystery and wonder—bul is earthy and cool at 
the same tone. IPS mat your typical space music.” 

Kiner is something of an expert on space music 
His repertoire is beawy on sci-fi, having composed 
music for such TV senes a5 Stangate Sei, invsible 
‘dan, Super Force. The besfer, the campy sitcom Gat 
of tvs Pardat and ewen the most recent Star Tre’ TV 
senes, Entararise, That makes Kiner ane of the tow 
artists to traverse the galaxies of bath Stars‘; Frew 
and Mars, “| guess maybe a part of me should be 
Fighting with the other part of me,” he jokes, 

Those credits tell only part al the story, as Kiner s 
background if remarkably diverse. He started aul as 
arock nv roll quy,” he confesses, playing weddings in 
his. youth wilh a band before moving on to the quelar 
chair in the UCLA jazz band during college, and then 
touring the world as an arranger far live acts lke 
The Suprenmns 

These days, Hiner is perhaps best known for his 
collaboration with David Arnold on the music for the 
long-runaing—and wary Earth-bound —hit TY series 
Cot Miao “Winer er writing [or] ae" Kiner says, 
“i's just so different. It's mare saund design and 
groove-oriented, 1 keeps me youn and keeps ry 
writing Iresh, tao.” 

Thal Irestiness has enfermed Kiners work on 
The Clone Wars. Un addition to the ethnic element, 
George wanted some of what | wes doing in GSE 
dfon You can find some ef those elements, but mat 
eweraearingly. H's amedern film score, but there's 
a classical influence, Besides, it's animation, and 
that's always mare difficull to score than live action. 
You noed fo be a litthe buster, and you have to move 
with the characters and bell the sfory a ligtle mane,” 

Hiner describes the individual episodes of Te Clone 
Marsa “Litthe mini-mavies. There's mothing like our 
show oe lelevisean. Whenever | linish an epeade, 
| just slum dove in the couch in exhaustion like | 
just finshed a feature. It's nel like scoring & lelewision 
show, because every episode is unique unto iselt.” 

Kner says each character provides. inspiration 
for daferent musical paths. “When | first saw 
Luminara, | was really stoked,” he says. (Her theme 
isa melody that’s one of my favorites, and anytime

He's nl alraed to bounce wild eleas, but he's also 
smart enough la pull Fem back when lheyire mat 
working. There's real genius in that, and that’s ahy 
everything 4 30 goad.” 

Kiner wes impressed with hoe hands-on Lucas has 
been. Initially, there was a tremendous amount af 
contact, he says. “George would tell me what he was 
Looking for, either emotionally or texturally. He even 
brought in a couple of tunes he wars listening ta and 
said, Can we incorporate this kind of a sound? What 
was liberating was my first meeting with Gearge alter 
Dhad gotten the gig, and hien telling me that he really

Irenically, the imagen public interest im ihe 
prequels didn't help Dark Horse much during ihe 
period free 1999-2005.

Howards, Ben Burtt had already ensured his 
name was in ihe annals of mation picture 
History. ‘When lime came to creabe the 
prequel trilogy, even the master found himsell facing 
unexpected challenges: In the earty #05, | became 
afilin editor and director far abil five pears and wasn't 
keeping up with sound technology,” says Burtt.. “When 
the prequels Harted, (here was suddenly thes warle 
called ‘digital.’

Mast ol the work fell por 
Hurtt’s shoulders: “| like organizing; | like every 
sound created io hawe a name and a number 
btcause pou cred up with hundreds and thousands 
of sounds, | golinte a discussion wilh Mail to figure 
OuE a way to catalog everything in ome mew, uniform 
Syslem.

“He'd had an amazing library to make all these 
graat [elects].

Although Burtt hasnt worked on The Clove Wars 
animated series, het approves of the continuation of his 
work.

The ride was designed so that it could 
Be updated: the motion base movements 
could be changed to synch with a new film

But when Lucas began work im earnest 
on Epigode |,.6 call went outta Tom 
Fitzgerald, executive wire president and 
senior Crean executive al Wall Disney 
Imagineering. Fitzgerald, a 32-year 
Imagineering veteran who was writer and 
Producer on the original Star Tours, took 
on the producer mole for what became Star 
Tours; The Adventures Contlnue..but the 
project stall needed more than anoiher 
decade in the oven botore lt was ready 
‘bo be served. Fitzgerald was ome of the 
first auisidars to look behine ihe scores, 
especially at the eaciting Podrace sequence 
in Thee Phantom Menace, “That would have 
worked for a mew ride film, and we completely 
sloryhoarded ii,” Filzgerald says, “Bul then 
we wondered, Whar going do Aaopen jn the 
exons?

The roots of Star Tours go back to the 
mid-eighties, when A new management 
was put in place at Disney. Imaginecring 
fad (he company's (oa eeecilives agreed 
that the parks needed to start betier 
reflecting current popular culture. That 
meant locking outside the comparry at 
inbeWlectual property ovned by hers, 
and the first chedoe by tar was Star Wars 
and Indiana Jones. Lucas homself 
agreed that the best theme parks for his 
properties were Disney's.

The core beam at 
Imagineering numbered about 20, but 
several hundred people “touched” the 
project, euch a6 (hose who Gulf the 
structure and surrounding meighborhood” 
al the parks and the teams at ILM and 
Skywalker sound. While Disney never 
falks abowl casts for individual atiractians, 
astory iin The Wail Street owen just 
belere Star Tours opened pegged the Latal 
cost at mearly S22 million—or nearly twice 
ihe cost af the original Disneyland. 

When Episode ill started production, 
ihwvas time for Filzgerald to pourney back 
to that far away galacy. In 2003, he flew to 
Ausiralia and met with Lucas and Rolfman 
ona Saturday, a day oll from shacting 
Revenge of dhe Sab. That's where the basic 
ideas were hammered out lar the maw Star 
Tours. “By then, we were looking at digital

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orey Burton's voice has been 
heard in hundreds of cartoons, 
cammercials, and videagames, 
but when Star Wars insadier 
caught wp with him recently, 
we had la Lake exception when he humbly 
dismissed himself as, “Just an old-time 
funny vaiee guy.” Te lang of Stor Mars, 
Burton is much more than that. 
It's nod just because Burton provides. 
the voice ef fhe villainous Gaunt Dooku in 
the animated Star Mars: The Clone Wars 
TY series; that alone would oe impressive 
enough. And it's also not simply because 
he Fas created the woices for twa mare of 
The Clane Wars’ most distinctive bad guys— 
Cad Bane and Zire the Hutt—aleng with a 
number of minor characters along the wey, 
Mo, it's because Burton is the only 
member of fhe new crog of Clone Wars 
voice talent besides Anthony Daniels whose 
volee was Featured in ome of the original Star 
Wars films. More than two decades before 
Burlan took aver the Caunt Geaku character 
for Star Mars videagames. and animation, he 
had already lent his presence to The Erpire 
Strtes Gack as the voice of Hobbie, the 
brave snowspeeder pilot who backs up Luke 
Skywalker during the Battle of Hoth, Before 
that, while still in his teens, he contributed 
some brie! dialogue as Luke Skywalker for 
a Star Wars Read-Along Book and record 
lupe praject trom Walt Disney Ca.'s Buena 
Vista Records.
